BETHANY ADOPTS SICK 
LEAVE POLICY 


The Bethany board of education on Septem- 
ber 26, approved a sick leave policy for teachers 
according to Arvol A. Adams, superintendent 
of schools. 

The plan provides that each teacher shall 
have five days sick leave for the following 
reasons: 1. illness of the teacher, 2. quarantin- 
ing of the teacher; 3. illness or death in family 
—parents, brothers, sisters, children, grand- 
children, grandparents, or any person who is 
wholly dependent upon the teacher.

TRAVELING ABOUT 5 TIMES FASTER than sound, speed- 
ing as fast as 3400 mph on part of their trajectory 
into the ionosphere, the German V-2 rockets are 
being tested by the Army at White Sands, N. M. 
At the same time information is being gathered 
about cosmic rays, temperatures, density, pres- 
sure, dust, and bacteria 75 miles up. This informa- 
tion is received on the ground through the use of 
telemetering equipment that is installed in the 
missiles. Results recorded by scientific instru- 
ments in the rocket nose are automatically radioed 
to earth during the flight. These V-2 rockets have 
gyro control; they also have an emergency radio 
control for shut-off. 
FIVE FEET IN DIAMETER and forty-six feet long, they 
weigh approximately 15 tons. Within 63 seconds 
from the time the firing button is pressed, these 
rockets burn 8304 pounds of ethyl alcohol and 
10,000 pounds of liquid oxygen. This mixture 
burns at high pressure in a combustion chamber 
and the gases are exhausted through a supersonic 
nozzle. The rocket is propelled in the same way 
a jet plane is driven. Rockets, however, must 
carry their own supply of oxygen since they can- 
not draw it from the air as jet planes do. 

The V-2’s speed at roughly a mile a second. At 
this tremendous speed the friction in the air 
causes them to become red hot toward the end

of the flight when traveling in comparatively 
dense atmosphere. 

SAFE FIRING OF THE ROCKETS was assured before these 
tests were even started. General Electric scientists 
and engineers had, with the help of a computing 
machine, gathered the necessary data. They al- 
ready knew the velocity, trajectory, altitude, and 
range of the rocket and were certain that all flight 
conditions could be met. This computing ma- 
chine, a differential analyzer, did in ten days a 
job which would have required three months’ 
concentrated effort of an individual mathemati- 
cian. The figures which the machine prgduced 
predicted very closely the actual flight operation 
of the rocket.

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The purposes of the World Organization 
of the Teaching Profession, the official 
name adopted for the organization, as 
stated in the Draft Constitution are as 
follows: 


(1) To make the highest standards of 
full and free education available to all 
without discrimination. 


(2) To improve the professional status 
of the teachers of the world and to promote 
their intellectual, material, social,-and civic 
interests and rights. 


(3) To promote world-wide peace 
through the building of goodwill founded 
upon cooperation between nations in edu- 
cational enterprises, based upon pertinent 
and accurate information. 


(4) To advise the appropriate organiza- 
tions of the United Nations and of other 
international bodies on educational and 
professional matters. 


I have neither the time nor space to de- 
velop these purposes as they were devel- 
oped by the committee and the plenary 
sessions. I shall report in some detail on the 
emphasis placed on peace and international 
understanding. 


It was stated relative to International 
Understanding that: “The teaching of in- 
ternational understanding rests upon the 
cultivation of ideals and development of a 
sense of personal responsibility for coopera- 
tion with others in all matters affecting 
human welfare.” It does not involve the 
sacrifices of national culture or national 
citizenship, or the subordination of one 
to another. It requires thorough study of 
world problems, including the knowledge 
of economic forces and historical back- 
grounds. 


This can be brought about through (1) 
Education accepting its responsibilities; 
(2) the proper teaching of history, both 
current and that of former times; (3) the 
teaching of modern languages; (4) the 
establishment of an international language 
(a living language was Considered prefer- 
able); (5) the teaching of music, art, and 
literature; (6) improvement of textbooks; 
(7) an international study of teaching 
practices; (8) extension of literacy; (g) the 
exchange of students of different countries; 
(10) teacher travel and exchange; (11) ed- 
ucational uses of media of mass comunica-

tion; (12) work of a central office of docu- 
mentation and exchange of materials; (13) 
research, experimentation, and education. 


Through the conference one could not 
help but be impressed by the capabilities 
of this distinguished group of people who 
were striving to bring about peace through 
education; all seemed to feel that if we 
were to have peace, it must be conceived in 
the hearts of all the children at the earliest 
age of understanding and carried on 
throughout their lives.

120,000.
